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Housewives Driven To Non-kosher Shops? 





| Detroit Butchers Strike Back 


At Jewish Community Council

DETROIT—Charges by the Jewish Community Council in the 
Detroit kosher meat prices dispute are driving Jewish housewives 
into non-kosher meat ‘markets, a spokesman for the Detroit Kosher 
Butchers Association asserted this week. 

David Krause, the spokesman, denied all charges against his 


association contained in a Com- 


munity Council resolution criti- 


cizing the organized butchers 
March 24. 
Krause in turn made fresh 


charges against the Community 
Council’s internal relations com- 
mittee. The dispute reached the 
preaking point last week when 
the Community Council formally 
accused the butchers of refusing 
to consider requests aimed at 
dealing with the high price of 
kosher meat in Detroit. 

The request called for post- 
ing prices on bulletin boards in 
butcher shopts; writing prices 
of each purchase on the paper 
in which meat wag wrapped 
and setting up a committee 
to work with the JCC on kosh- 
er meat problems. 

“With all this premature pub- 
licity, they are only driving the 
Jewish public away from kosher 
stores and into the arms of non- 
kosher butchers,” Krause said. 
“Women don’t read the stories 
in the Jewish papers carefully 
and most of them don’t even 
read them. But the story that 

gets around is that kosher butch- 
ers are overcharging their cus- 
tomers, so the women stop deal- 
ing with kosher butchers.” 
Agreement Violated 

Krause charged that the JCC 
released the story to the local 
Anglo-Jewish press in direct vio- 
lation of an agreement between 
the association and the commit- 
tee. He said the agreement was 
that no statements were to be 
issued by either group until a 
solution was reached, when a 
joint statement was to be drafted. 

He denied that the butchers 
had rejected the committee’s re- 


quests, He said his organization 
had agreed to bring the issues 
before the next regular associa- 
tion meeting. 

The JCC, however, insisted 
that the association call a spe- 
cial meeting, to prevent further 
time loss before a decision could 
be reached. Negotiations have 
been underway for a month. 

A spot check, meanwhile, re- 
vealed that many kosher butchers 
in Detroit who have not been in 
the habit of tagging prices on 
meat displayed in their cases 
are doing g0 now. 

The unofficial survey also dis- 
closed that higher prices are 
being charged in more well-to-do 
neighborhoods for cuts of meat 
which bring lower prices in less 
prosperous sections. 

Prices Are Different 

Questioned about this, Krause 
said that better quality meats are 
sold in the better neighborhoods, 
hence the higher prices, which in 
some cases were reported as 
high as 15 cents more per pound 
for identical] cuts, 

One kosher butcher, who de- 
clined use of his name, admitted 
frankly that he sized up a cus- 
tomer as to ability to pay before 
quoting prices.

Brooklyn ZOA Endorses Frisch; 
Can't Be Stopped Now, Say Backers 


NEW YORK—tThe candidacy of Daniel Frisch for the presidency of the Zionist Organization of 
America this week received what may be a decisive endorsement when the executive committee of 
the huge Brooklyn Zionist region voted overwhelmingly to Suport the Hoosier Zionist leader. 

The 59 to four vote Monday night placed the largest ZOA district of 24,600 members in the 


Frisch column. The vote went to Frisch despi 


of Miami, a ZOA vice president, 
that the present administration of 
the ZOA preferred to go into the 
forthcoming convention with a 
free hand. 

Following the announcement, 
an unverified rumor spread 
throughout Zionist circles that 
the administration, too, planned 
to hop on the Frisch bandwagon. 

The likelihood that Frisch's 
hard-hitting drive for the nom- 
ination would bring a roaring 
battle at the 52nd annual ZOA 
convention May 28-30 was 
strengthened by comments of & 
spokesman for the opposition 
Committee for Progressive Zion- 
ism. 

Informed of reports that even 
Frisch’s enemies in the ZOA were 
ready to concede him the nom- 
ination, the spokesman told The 
Post: “We're not conceding any- 
thing.” 

He also dashed hopes for 
a compromise candidate agree- 
ment to avert an all-out conven- 
tion battle by announcing flatly 
that “we will pick a slate of can- 
didates at our nomination con- 
vention April 17.”

The Camden board sponsored a 
debate at which Joseph Halpert, 
president of the Atlantic City 
ZOA district, spoke for the CPZ 
and a week later Jacques Torczy- 
ner, ZOA administration trouble 
shooter, spoke for the administra- 
tion.

This is 
no longer tolerated in our com 
munity.” 

“We have also driven out some 
of the charlatans who become 
rabbis over night to certify pro 
ducts as Kosher for Passover,” 
he said.

Torezyner reportedly riddled 
the arguments of the CPZ and 
asserted that U-. S. Jews “who 
heretofore never evinced any in- 
terest in Zionism of any kind, 
suddenly have become ‘know-it- 
alls’ because they are heavy con- 
tributors to the United Jewish 
Appeal.” 

He pounded away heavily on 
the theme that politics made 
strange bedfellows. He said the 
CPZ membership was made up 
of a collection of “disgruntled 
has-beens and overzealous new- 
comers, leftists, conservatives 
and many members who have 
never been Zionists but because 
they contribute heavily to the 
UJA, they want to be influen- 
tial.” 

He Names Names 

He listed Louis Lipsky among 
the “disgruntled has-beens,” Ro- 
bert Szold and Judge Louis Lev- 
inthals among the conservatives 
and Harold Goldenberg and Sam 
Rothberg among the contributors 
seeking influence in the ZOA. 

Torezyner said the nearest 
thing to a difference in policy 
between the ZOA administration 
of Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver and 
President Emanuel Neumann

“For instance,” Torezyner was 
reported as saying, “should we 
give unquestioned support to an 
extreme left-wing Mapam Gov- 
émmment or perhaps even a Com- 
munist Government?” 

Board Is Impressed 

There was reportedly unani- 
Mous agreement among board 
members, after hearing Torczy- 
ner, that the ZOA is a democratic 
organization. Dr, Harold Berlin, 
Camden district president, said 
the executive board was very 
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favorably impressed with Torczy- 
ner’s presentation. 

Berlin said he felt that those 
who had leanings toward the 
CPZ now were agreed that the 
ZOA had the better platform. 
There was evidence of strong 
CPZ support both among lead- 
ers and rank-and-file members 
of the Camden district in re- 
cent months, it was reliably 
reported. 


Dr. Berlin said the next step 
will be to present the content of 
the two board meetings to the 
general membership at a meet- 
ing to be held in the near future.

ISTANBUL—(JTA)—The Brit- 
ish movie, “Oliver Twist,” which 
has been branded anti-Semitic 
and which was banned recently 
in the U. S. zones of Germany 
and Austria, will not be exhibited 
in Turkey, Dr. Lufti Kirder, gov- 
ernor of Istanbul, this week noti- 
fied leaders of the local Jewish 
community. 

The decision to ban the British 
film was made following a re- 
quest by Salomon Adatto, mem- 
ber of the National Assembly, to 
Interior Minister Emin Erishirg- 
hil that the motion picture be 
viewed by a special commission 
prior to its showing. The com- 
mission said that the film was 
“apt to hurt a certain category 
of citizens” and on this basis rec- 
ommended that it be banned. 





Report Soviet-Jewish 
Writers Under Arrest 


BRUSSELS —- (WNS) — The 
prominent Soviet-Jewish writers 
and poets Itzik Feffer, Peretz 
Markish, Nistor and S. Halkin 
are under arrest, according to re- 
ports reaching here from highly 
reliable diplomatic sources in 
Russia.

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Uproarious Meet Presages Court Suit 


East-West Fight for Control 
Rocks Denver Jewish Hospital 


National Jewish Post 
DENVER—-A court battle loomed this week over control of the 


nationally famous Jewish Consumptive Relief Society hospital here 
following a yelling, booing, cat-calling meeting of opposing factions. 

The lever in the struggle was disposition of funds collected by 
auxiliaries of the society in the eastern part of the United States. 

Spokesmen in the struggle were Kenneth W. Robinson, attorney 
for 20 auxiliaries whose leaders claim they were disfranchised from 
the 46th annual convention, and Philip Hornbein, Sr., an attorney for 
the other auxiliaries and for the society’s trustees. 

The broiling meeting centered on the refusal of the dissident 
local auxiliaries to help support the Denver hospital as long as 
annual meetings were held in Denver rather than in New York. 

Some 200 persons were present in the sanatorium auditorium 
last week when Mrs. Mark Harris of New York, acting as chairman, 
opened the meeting. She pleaded for harmony and settlement of the 
dispute without interrupting care for the ill. 

Robinson presented the statement for the opposition. His care 
fully-phrased objections were clearly intended to prepare the way 
for a court hearing. He asserted that by custom and practice. meet- 
ings have been held in New York and the location could not be 
changed without a vote of the membership. He said the Denver meet- 
ing was illegal because “the members were not properly notified” 
and he charged that the present trustees were not a legal board. 

Horbein answered with a counter-charge that the dissidents 
were acting illegally themselves, that a Colorado corporation 
should properly have its annual meeting in Colorado and that the 
money collected for care of patients should not be put to any 
other use, 

He charged that the advisory board of the organization has no 
authority but has set out to “crucify and destroy” the organization. 

Members of the eastern group admitted that contributions were 
being withheld by many of the auxiliaries, most of them in big east- 
ern cities. They insisted, however, that the present board was illegal 
and that they had been improperly disfranchised. 

It was disclosed that more than $250,000 in contributions was 
being held by various groups, pending outcome of the battle. The 
JCRS usually receives nearly $1,000,000 a year from some 11,006 
contributors. 

The dissidents, organized in a national emergency councit, 
charged that under the existing administration, only 162 beds in 
the hospital are occupied and that scores of patients have left 
because of dissatisfaction with treatment. 

The main target of the dissenters was Dr. Lewis I. Miller, secre- 
tary of the society and chairman of the medical advisory board, He 
was accused of dominating the present board of directors. 

The dissenters said that seven Denver and seven New York mem- 
bers of the board were informed that their membership had termin- 
ated despite the fact that no board election was held last year. 

They also charged that 20 auxiliaries of the society had been in- 
formed that their charters had been rescinded or did not receive 
invitations to he current annual meeting.

HAS SOME NAUSEATING ELEMENTS

N"’ long ago the New York newspapers carried stories about an 
investigation being undertaken into the “cemetery racket,” 
whereby speculators and operators of private cemeteries were turn- 
ing cheap farm acreage into multi-million dollar grave enterprises. 
I haven’t seen any. new developments on the investigation, but the 
urid cemetery advertising to which New Yorkers 
have been treated should certainly have indicated 
that something was amiss. 
It may be perfectly true that some cemeteries 
- are more beautiful than others; undoubtedly the 
thoughtful selection of grave plots far in advance 
of need may do much tc ease the bitterness of pur- 
; chase in time of stress and grief, but the New York 
ads have done more than advance these dignified 
arguments.

FOR EXAMPLE, NOT LONG ago we were treated to a full page 4 
advertisement in the daily press with the heading, in horribly hid- ES 
eous art work: “Why Jewish Families are Turning Away from the a 
Miscellaneous Sections of the Cemetery.” But the copy,writer really fe 
gave it the old one-two punch as he swung into the proper ad-writer’s Li 
rhythm: “Think of it! Your own choicely located 4-grave Private 4 
Family Plot fer as little as $200 ... It may be hard for you to be- 
lieve, but you can easily prove to yourself that by selecting your ts 
Private Family Plot here, NOW, you can actually save over $1,000.” 4 
Full page advertisements are the rule, and most of them 4s 
make liberal use of photographs, drawings or cartoons to at- 
tract attention. Many have employed the technique known as H 
“Before and After,” made popular by patent medicines guaran- a 
* teed to cure skin diseases. In one ad the device is used as follows: 
“NOW! Once and for all, make sure that these heartaches will b 
never be yours.” The artist presents his conception of the widow at 
the cemetery on the day before the funeral, looking over the real 
estate. The salesman is pointing out the choice locations. It is rain- 
ing, and they stand miserably under the umbrella. Caption: “Wrong 
Way—In Time of Emergency”. On the other side is a drawing of a ig 
happy family, papa, mama and daughter, seated around their living i 
room table and examining the*prospectus which the kind salesman 
has brought. Caption: “Right Way—Before Needed”. i

I don’t know what the situation has been in other large metro- 
politan centers, but New York has had a disgusting and nauseating a 
exhibition of this sort of thing. It should therefore come as no sur- 
prise that profiteering has been rife, and that unscrupulous busi- ie 
ness people have been reaping fortunes in graves. Is nothing sacred? 
Is there no dignity, even in death? Can there be no authority in Jew- 
ish life to prevent such shameless and degrading and demeaning ‘a 
practices?

The League furthermore 
charges that a number of the 
German firms to be represented 
are former Jewish-owned out- 
fits still run by former Hitlerites 
who have never been asked to 
disgorge their stolen goods.

SOME TIPS ON MAKING THE SEDER 
INTERESTING TO YOUR CHILDREN 


By HELEN COHEN . 

OME lively advice by Rabbi Stuart E. Rosenberg on conducting 
S the Seder is offered in his Temple El Bulletin, Rochester, N.Y.: 

He writes: 

How do you have a successful party? 

You plan it, of course. 

Each home must carefully analyze its own needs and, in the 
jight of its family membership, INTELLIGENTLY plan the Seder 
service. The Seder service should have a begin- 
ning and an end. It should have importarit high- 
lights, earefully placed, and readings distributed 
among all the table participants, almost as one 
would distribute the parts of a play. It should run 
smoothly and dramatically, and not be, in the eyes of 
our children, a jumbled hodge-podge. 

Use English wherevere possible. Use alter- 
nate, responsive unison readings. Select passages 
from modern books dealing with the idea of free- 
dom. Trace it back to the earliest Hebrew ideal- 
ists. Show the vivid connection between Moses’ purusit of free- 
dom, and Jefferson’s. Integrate, harmonize and dramatize. These 
are the three cardinal rules for a beautiful Seder service. 

This is a drama you are enacting. The Haggadah Book is your 
script but it will be a meaningless combination of words and 
phrases unless you read it intelligently and with correct emphases.

MY GOOD FRIEND, Ben Ep- 
stein, head of the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of B'nai B’rith, took 
exception to two items that ap- 
peared in The Post and charged 
that The Post was at fault in 
printing them and that it ex- 
ceeded journalistic propriety in 
so doing. 

Ben objected to a story we car- 
red about some school board can- 
celling an order of good will ma- 
terial (blotters,etc.) because the 
agency which the ADL was oper- 
ating in that case—the Institute 
for American Democraicy—had 
been listed by the House un- 
American Activities Committee 
as subversive. 

The Post printed the storw 
without ulterior motive,, and 
also noted the fact that the 
school board was in error— 
that the Institute had NOT 
been listed as subversive. 


I can assure Ben that he was 
unduly exercised over nothing 
more than straight reporting, 
and his characterization of that 
story as something Gerald L. K. 
Smith might do, was totally eut 
of place. I dont really even have 
to defend The Post’s position in 
the matter. Gerald L. K. Smith, 
for instance, might take the 
story of the overcharging by 
kosher butchers and use it 
against the Jewish group, where- 
as The Post would—and does— 
print that kind of a story as a 
legitimate news story.

Syrian Jewish DPs 
Forced From Hong Kong 


HONG KON G—(JTA)—Ap- 
proximately ten Syrian Jewish 
families who found refuge here 
following the outbreak of Arab- 
Isratli hostilities last year have 
been compelled to move to the 
Portuguese island colony on 
Macao, it was reported here this 
week. 

The Jewish families—part of a 
group of 30 families who came 
here from Damascus following 
the outbreak of pogroms in 
Syria—were denied extension of 
their alien residence permits de- 
spite intervention in their behalf 
by local Jewish leaders. Hong 
Kong authorities alleged that the 
Syrian Jews were engaging in il- 
legal gold transactions.

Evaluating the Work of The NCCJ 


he very impressive letter in last week’s 

Post from Mrs. David Wodlinger of Chi- 
cago outlining briefly some of the constructive 
work of the National Council of Christians and 
Jews would seem to vindicate that organization 
completely. 

Yet all the work outlined by Mrs. Wodlinger, 
valuable as it is, has been given a place of min- 
or importance by the Jewish groups fighting to 
safeguard the civil rights of the Jewish group. 
And it requires this kind of understanding of 
exactly what our civic defense groups consider 
of prime importance to properly evaluate the 
work the NCCJ is doing. 

All the Jewish civic defense groups from the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith to the 
American Jewish Committee and the American 
Jewish Congress consider the fight of the Jew- 
ish group to be part of the struggle of all min- 
orities for the extension of democracy to all 
areas of the-U. S. In line with this view, the Na- 
tional Community Relations Advisory Council 


he story in last week’s Post about the Jew- 

ish fraternity which has admitted non- 
Jews to membership represents exactly the kind 
of full equality the Jewish group wants. In time, 
if the drive for equality is successful, more and 
more fraternities will admit Jews and mixing 
on social levels will not be limited to fraterni- 
ties. 

In other areas of association between Jew and 
non-Jew the barriers will be lowered and the 
results will be better understanding and, as a 
natural concomitant, more intermarriage. 

This seeming dilemma cannot be avoided. The 
more Jews and non-Jews mix together socially, 
the more they will be inclined to admire one 
another. Where the opposite sex is concerned, 
that situation leads to intermarriage. 

Under the Jewish group’s present unbalanced 


has endorsed the FEPC, has led the figm 
against released time because of the threat to 
the concept of the separation of church and 
state, seeks to end discriminatory clauses ig 
real estate contracts and so on. 


In these areas, Jews recognize the reali fight 
of the Jewish group. The work of the NCCJ hag 
its place and all the Jewish agencies are active 
in fields similar to those in which the NCCJ op.

But the NCCJ has refused, for instance, to 
back such an accepted addition to our laws ag 
FEPC, although in principle the NCCJ now en. 
dorses it. The NCCJ has ruled out all political 
action, yet experience has shown that almost 
solely in this way can progress be made in 
broadening civil rights. 

This then is the context in which Mrs. Wod. 
linger’s letter must be judged, a context that 
should include recall of the fact that no Jewish 
group has ever advocated the dissolution of the 
NCCJ.,

Have We A Responsibility In The Case Of The Arab DPs? 


Ithough the weight of justice is on the side 
A of Israel, we would not like to see as the 
final word in the matter the present stand of 
the Israeli Government in connection with the 
Arabs who fled Jewish Palestine before the con- 
quering Jewish Army. 

Regardless of who is responsible, these Arabs 
know Jewish Palestine as their home and ali 
who wish to return should be enabled to do so 
at the proper time. The burden for their return 
obviously should not be placed on the Israel 
Government, but an outright refusal to accept 
them back is not justice either. 

The hands of the Israel Government are full 
with the primary duty of providing for the Jew- 
ish DPs now streaming in but this does not ab- 


solve the Government of all responsibility for 
the Arabs. 

The precedent for a passive disinterest in the 
plight of uprooted people has already long since 
been set by the rest of the nations. But Israel 
cannot be like the other nations. Jewish con 
science will not allow it to be so. We ail know 
that the members of the Arab League are to 
blame for the plight of the Arab DPs but Arab 
ethics are not such as to lead Arab leaders to 
accept that responsibility. This unfortunately 
throws a burden on Israel at a time when it 
can hardly afford to accept any new obligations, 
moral or otherwise. 

Yet we have faith that the Israeli Government 
will not fail in this situation, either,

Judaism has never frowned on good judg: 
ment in distributing charity, says Rabbi Har- 
ry Halpern of the East Midwood Jewish Cen- 
ter in urging Jews to investigate before giv- 

ing to unknown causes.—The doorbell rang and 
when I opened the door I saw a woman holding 
in her hand a printed document with a large 
gold seal, “I’m collecting for the poor children,” 
she said. “Maybe you would like to help up 
out.” 

I examined her credentials and found that 
she was sent by some small nondescript organi- 
zation which claims to give religious training 
and meals to its students. Since I was unfam- 
iliar with the organization I politely declined 
to contribute, The lady was disappointed but 
she left after trying to convince me of the 
worthwhileness of the cause. 

From vatious sources I have heard that such 
collectors appear periodically, soliciting funds 
for institutions here or abroad. Sometimes the 
solicitor is a man whom unsuspecting house- 
wives designate as “rabbis”. One day told me 
that she always gives them something because 
she is afraid that they will curse her for refus- 
ing to contribute. Even business office afid fac- 
tories are visited by these “fund-raisers”, to 
whom a secretary or a switchboard-operator is 
instructed to make a contribution. 

Throughout its history the Jewish people has 
taught and practised the ideal of philanthrophy. 





There is a rabbinic statement that charity out 
weighs all other meritorious deeds and Jews 
have always acted on the basis of this attitude, 
But we may be sure that the rabbis did not im 
tend to encourage begging. They point out that 
the highest form of charity is that which does 
not degrade the recipient but rehabilitates him, 
enabling him to support himself. 

Indiscriminate giving is not a virtue. It is the 
easiest method of ridding oneself of a nuisance. 
It gives no thought to the value of the gift but 
is merely a sort of balm which soothes the con- 
science. 

We should do our best to aid indigent human 
beings but we should discourage those who play 
upon the sympathies of their well-meaning 
brethren. If these traveling solicitors are rab 
bis, then it is degrading to them to be compelled 
to support themselves in this way. There should 
be a fund for aid to superannuated rabbis. If, 
on the other hand, these people are merely 
mendicants, they should be treated as such. 

The superstitious fear of curses hurled by dis 
gruntled beggars should be overcome by the 
clear conscience of anyone who does his share 
in recognized philanthropic efforts. There is 
room, to be sure, for aid to needy people, on an 
individual basis but the place for such aid is not 
on the front doorstep after a plea by some ulr 
known person.

services. 


We had as many hundreds of Christians as Jews in the 


Synagogue Friday night. On 


Sunday morning we spoke to 


three thousand congregants in the Church. We made up about 
5% of their congregation in keeping with our quota in the pop- 


ulation. 


The most interesting feature of Brotherhood Month came 
in the form of a visit by the Members of the Ministerial Asso- 
ciation and their wives to a regular Friday night service in the 
Synagogue. The Ministerial Association decided to have their 
regular monthly meeting take the form of a visit to the Syna- 


gogue. 


We made no special “tzimes” about the fact, nor did 


we make any changes in our Sabbath Service. We had about 
a thousand people in the Synagogue that night; two hundred 
and fifty of whom were ministers and their wives. 

I present these facts to you simply to point out to our 
Rabbis in the East, who think that all Brotherhood activities 
are sycophantie pursuals of Christian by Jews—that there is 


another side to this picture.

You will recall our exchange 
last fall on the issue of democ- 
racy and dictatorship in Jewish 
life. This is an attempt to draw 
some further conclusions. I then 
said that after the Truman vic- 
tory at the polls, the Silver dic- 
tatorship in the Zionist Organ- 
vation of America would have 
to yield to a new crop of leaders 
in the best interest of the Jewish 
people. You were a little in- 
eredulous at the time. 

Meanwhile, I suppose, fast de- 
veloping facts have shown to 
you and others that my analysis 
as well as my forecast was right. 
Since we do live in America, the 
Republican defeat must bring in 
its wake the defeat of the Re- 
publican and anti-Labor clique in 
American Jewish life. 

Also in other respects I hope 
you will put yourself on the side 
of the angels, eventually. If you 
want to know who the angels are 
in a democracy, let me tell you 
they may be known, among other 
things, by their lack of fright at 
the sight of Gentiles. This aims 
at Dr. Belkin, president of 
Yeshiva University who would 
hot permit us (if he could) to 
invite Gentle frends to our syn- 
agogues and meeting places for 
fear that, on listening to them,

clannishness. The very house of 
David stems from a non-Jewish 


ancestress, as the Torah tells us 
in the Book of Ruth. 


In view of this imagine our 
present-day Mizrachi brethren 
who would bar another Ruth 
from entering Israel and thus 
not only shame us in the council 
of nations but even (who knows) 
prevent the coming of the Mash- 
iach. 


Dr. Belkin might also have 
heard of the Book Kusari by 
Yehuda Halevi of Toledo, one of 
the gems of medieval Jewish 
literature, before it was Ghetto- 
ized and sheltered air-tight. 


There the story is told of the 
King of the Chazara (oi veh, 
Gentiles!) who invited a Chris- 
tian, a Moslem and a Jewish sage 
to his pagan court, in order to 
find “the truth.” The Jew, un- 
aware as he was of Dr. Belkin’s 
anathema against the “danger” 
of mingling with non-Jews, rath- 
er innocently accepted the chal- 
lenge, crossed his spiritual 
swords with the Christian and 
Moslem, won the contest, and 
far from being converted him- 
self, converted the king and 
many of his people to the Jewish 
faith. 


The story makes worthwhile 
reading today, both in the Pardes 
Publishing House and in the East 
and West Library editions. At 
any rate, I am perfectly sure that 
a progressive Judaism will pass 
the same test today. Such a 
Judaism commands the allegi- 
ance of youth and hence stands 
in no fear of democracy.

(March 4) 
leaves me with the impression 
that you have not read Dr. Bel- 
kin’s statement very carefully. 

You state: “The American Jew 
will have to learn how to live as 
a Jew in this environment; re- 
treating from the environment is 
no answer.” I think it is ob- 
vious that the American environ- 
ment is not necessarily that of 
a Christian church and that liv- 
ing in our environment does not 
require either attendance at a 
church or the participation of 
Christian ministers in Jewish 
religious functions. Would you 
require Democratic speakers at 
Repblican meetings because our 
environment happens to be Dem- 
ocratic? 

You state further: “Many Jew- 
ish communities in Europe with- 
drew from world progress... 
understanding that paticipation 
in the emancipation movement 
meant a weakening of the Jew- 
ish spirit.” On reading the full 
text of Dr. Belkin’s statement I 
fail to find any reference to 
emancipation. On the contrary, 
Dr. Belkin states that the 
Yeshiva “considers it a privilege, 
indeed, to count among its hon- 
orary alumni liberal spirits of 
great distinction in the American 
non-Jewish community.” To ac- 
cuse the head of Yeshiva Univer- 
sity of opposition to emancipa- 
tion is absurd. 

Let me quote one sentence 
which summarizes Dr. 
idea: “Real good will, will stem 
not from the exchange of pul- 
pits, but rather from ethical and 
moral conduct among Jews and 
Gentiles in their day to day deal- 
ings with each other, and from 
their common activity in human- 
ttarian and philanthropic enter- 
prises.” Is that retreating?

OVERSEAS NEEDS DESERVE PRIORITY 
BUT U. S. JEWISH LIFE SUFFERING

You receive so many letters of 
criticism that once in a while a 
complimentary letter may not be 
amiss- I think your recent edi- 
torial, “This also is Long Over- 
due,” is entitled to the thanks 
and praise of both the Hebrew 
Union College-Jewish Institute of 
Religion and the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary. the Yeshiva 
and the Hebrew Theological Col- 
lege. 


What you write is certainly no 
secret. Not only are the fund- 
raising campaigns of the Hebrew 
Union College and the JTS hav- 
ing “tough sledding” but so are 
all the campaigns because of the 
terrific pressures created in each 
community by the tremendous 
amounts needed for overseas re- 
lief and resettlement in Israel. 
All thinking Jews recognize that 
the latter two needs are of para- 
mount and primary importance 
at this time. Yet it would be 
a sad commentary of later gen- 
erations upon ours if in doing 
so magnificent a job for Euro- 
pean Jewry and for the upbuild- 
ing of Israel were we to con- 
tinue any longer to neglect the 
religious and cultural needs of 
American Jewry — needs which 
could not possibly be met with-

ened and expanded in their pres- 
ent programs and activities. 


May your statement that the 
change is already in the air and 
that soon these two agencies in 
the United States, which are des- 
tined to play the greatest part 
towards creating a positive Amere 
ican Jewish community, get first 
consideration and not continue to 
be overlooked or ignored, be not 
merely the father to a wish but 
an augury of an awakened 
realization on the part of Amer- 
ican Jewry that they cannot con- 
tinue to live on the cultural 
heritage of Europe and Israel, 
but can only be a vibrant vital 
and strong American Jewish 
community if they develop, ex- 
pand and strengthen an indigen- 
ous American Jewish religious 
and cultural tradition of their 
own, one which will hark back to 
the golden ages of Jewish culture 
such as arose in Babylonia and 
Spain in the golden ages of our 
Jewish eras.

Worried Already 


‘When we first built the new 
Center, which still is unfinished, 
we were a little doubtful that we 
could fill all the seats,” Rabbi 
Lehrman said. “We are in here 
only a few months and now we 
are worried about finding room 
for handling the overflow.” 

A similar record of amazing 
growth was reported by Reform 
Temple Beth Sholom, led by Rab- 
bi Leon Kronish. The Temple 
started with 20 members. six 
years ago and now has a mem 
bership nearing the 500 mark. 

Beth Sholom is filled every 
Friday of the winter seasaon. 
Though the Temple has seats for 
only 700, regular attendance us- 
ually is around the 1,000 mark. 

Despite the fact that the new 
Reform Temple Isaiah not only 
has no permanent home but has 
been forced from its first tempor- 
ary home by Dan Arnstein, a 
wealthy New Yorker, services 
have been well attended. 

The Temple was compelled to 
move from a temporary site when 
Arnstein filed a suit charging 
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the services disturbed him. (NJP, 
Jan., Feb., 1949), 
Growing Fast 

The six months-old congrega- 
tion has about 100 members and 
at a typical recent service, atten- 
dance was about 500, and each 
Friday night has seen an increase, 
The Temple, now meeting in the 
auditorium of a real estate build- 
ing provided by non-Jews after 
the eviction, has had overflow 
erowds during the past month 
for the 400 available seats. 

Rabbi David Raab told The 
Post that by this summer, the 
Temple hopes to have a site for 
a permanent home. A building 
has been started early in March 
and the basket is passed each 
Friday night to help meet expen- 
ses. 

“This is only a temporary mea- 
sure, of course, until the Temple 
is more permanently established,” 
Rabbi Raab said. 

Second Orthodox 

Rabbi Joseph Rackovsky of 
Beth Tfila is leader of the second 
Orthodox congregation on the 
Beach.

Tourist Attendance 
A Unique Problem 


Because the Beach population 
is a transient one, the Beach rab- 
bis have a special problem. A 
large proportion of those who 
pack the synagogues are tourists, 
who naturally do not wish to for- 
mally affiliate themselves, partic- 
ularly when many of them hold 
synagogue memberships in their 
home cities. Such worshippers 
use facilities they do not help to 
support by membership. 

Some attempts have been made 
to deal with the situation and in 
various ways the tourist worship- 
pers help to support the institu- 
tions they use but their regular 
attendance remains a _ unique 
twist on the headache of more 
stable Jewish congregational 
areas where non-member’ wor- 
shippers are a chronic—though 
smaller—problem. 

How They Do It 

For instance, visitors at Beth 
Jacob make contributions by at- 
tending affairs sponsored by the 
Sisterhood. No appeals are made 
but attendance by tourists is con- 
sistently high and in this fashion 
they have contributed to the up- 
keep and of its religious srhool,_ 
keep of the synagogue and of its 
religious school. 

Rabbi Lebrman said that vis- 
iting worshippers contribute 
seven and one-half per cent to 
the Miami Beach Community 
Center. Appeals are made 
from time to time during the 
services. 

“We are building our program 
around the permanent members,” 
he said. “Our synagogue is open 
to tourists but we are not de- 
pendent on them.” 

Rabbi Kronish is particularly 
aware of the visiting worshipper 
problem at Beth Sholom, remark- 
ing “we have 50 per cent tourist 
attendance. Visitors contribute 
but do not join.” 

What Can Be Done? 

“Many tourists stay in Miami 
Beach for the season (six 
months), attend services regular- 
ly but still do not become mem- 
bers,” he said. “It is a problem,

Not a Freak, 


Say the Rabbis 

All of the rabbis believe that 
the present situation is not a 
freak and that as the compara. 
tively new Miami Beach com. 
munity of some 16,000 Jews 
grows, more families will join 
the synagogues. 

Nor do the rabbis trim sails 
out of possible deference to con. 
servative attitudes of Jews with 
money. The Miami Beach rabbis 
are thunderous denouncers of in 
iquity wherever they see it. 

During the trial of Charles 
Winters, the first of the defend- 
ants in the Miami-Israel arms 
smuggling case, the rabbis bit- 
terly assailed both the arrest 
and sentencing of the young 
Christian defendant. They spoke 
from their pulpits and they 
spoke to the press. 

When the High Holy Days 
come, Miami Beach rabbis really 
have a problem. Normal Friday 
evening attendance at Miami 
Beach is of the density of High 
Holy Day attendance elsewhere 
in the U. S. High Holy Day serv 
ices in Miami Beach simply 
swamp the available facilities and 
the rabbis do the best they can 
on a first-come, first-seated basis, 

The record crowds would be 
amazing for any U.S. Jewish 
community. They are doubly so 
in Miami Beach where the 
counter-attractions are impress 
sive. They include some of the 
ritziest clubs in the world. Big 
name acts like Harry Richman, 
Sophie Tucker and Danny Kaye 
are no novelty but the SRO sign 
is on the synagogues, not on the 
nightclubs. 

In part, the rabbis trace the 
extraordinary attendance to the 
ery factor which logically would 
seem to be a barrier to attend 
ance: the vacation spirit. 

Here’s One Story 

A tourist visitor from Vermont 
summed it up in this fashion: 

“I have never enjoyed services 
as much as I do here. I’m on 
vacation here, There’s no rush 
to get the dishes done and the 
children put to bed. I walk over 
to the synagogue relaxed. I join 
in the singing. I enjoy it better 
than any show or night club.”

At last the boy appeared, eyes 
shining with happy anticipation, 
cap slightly askew, arms filled 
with a bulging paper sack. 

“Don’t worry, mom. I'll make 
it before the bell rings; it took 
a little extra time t’get my equip- 
ment ready-” 

“Equipment?” Mother was try- 
ing hard not to lose patience. 
“Freddy, what are you carrying 
to school in that bag? You'll 
have all you can do to get your- 
self there on time without taking 
along any excess baggage.” 


It was plain to see that 
young Fred felt his mother’s 
last remarks to be extremely 
sacreligious. With solemn dig- 
nity he produced the contents 
of the bag for her inspection. 
The “equipment” consisted of 
a yarmalke, a hagadath, the 
book “One God,” and several 
pieces of matzoh carefully 
wrapped in wax paper. 

“Today, I’m going to tell the 


story of Passover to all the chil- 
dren in my room,” he announced. 

“Why, Freddy, that’s fine.” 
Quickly his mother replaced the 
equipment.

your teacher, ask you to?” 

“No, but I’m going to anyhow. 
Today we’re having ‘show and 
tell time.’ See, mom, once a week 
anyone can show and tell any- 
thing they want to. I'm the only 
Jewish person in my room, so 
I've decided to show and tell 
about Pesach. Do you think 
there’s enough matzoh there to 
pass around? ‘There’s about 30 
kids in my room,” he added anx- 
iously- 

With a frantic look at the 
elock, Freddy’s mother hurried 
back to the kitchen and added 
more matzoh to the ‘equipment.’ 
With pride she watched her little 
boy hurry off to school proudly 
carrying his precious package. 

That morning Freddy was 
truly enjoying the democracy 
and freedom of America. Unin- 
hibited and with pride he chose 
to share his customs and his 
heritage with his Christian class- 
Mates. For Freddy it was the 
natural thing to do. 


Firmly estblished in the pat- 
tern of Jewish living at home, 
fortified with faith and with 
knowledge, young Fred found 
it neither desirable nor neces- 
Sary to suppress his own atti- 








tude toward his faith. 

His mother hoped he’d stay 
that way. Perhaps he would, for 
didn’t an ancient sage of Israel 
once say, “Train up a child in the 
way he should go and even when 
he is old he will not depart from 
at.”

of July Are Alike 


ta Boys and Girls, Shalom: 


I don’t suppose that I have to 
remind you. about the holiday 
which we will begin to observe 
this Wednesday evening. You 
have probably heard much about 
it in your Sunday school and He- 
brew classes. Mother has prob- 
ably been working very hard, 
giving the house an extra-special 
cleaning. You 
may have helped 
Dad bringing up 
silverware in 
cartons that have 
been stored away 
in the cellar or 
attic. Your groc- 
eryman, I sup- 
pose, has al- 
ready delivered 
a special order of very special 
foods. 

So it’s not much of my remind- 
ing you that next week we be- 
gin to celebrate Pesach or Pass- 
over. 

This is that glorious holiday 
that reminds me so much of the 
Fourth of July! Both celebrate 
freedom. The Fourth reminds 
us of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence and the fight of the thir- 
teen American colonies for their 
freedom. Passover recalls the 
ancient story of the delivery 
from Egyptian slavery of our 
people many thousands of years 
ago. 
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Some of you may not enjoy 
the eight-day Passover holiday, 
because you have to give up those 
chocolate ice-cream sodas and 
those scrumptious banana splits. 
But the many boys and girls that 
I have met and spoken to seem 
to look forward to this festival. 
What is it that they really enjoy 
about Passover? 

Well, first, Passover ushers 
in spring and warm weather. 
And with that, comes a re- 
freshing spring house-cleaning 
through Mother’s hard work. 
The arrangement in the living 
room may be changed and 
everything about the approach- 
ing holiday feels so clean and 
fresh, 

Then, Passover is so very dif- 


ferent than the rest of the year! 
We eat special foods (fried mat- 
zoh, for instance) out of special 
dishes. And for eight days, we 
don’t eat many of the foods which 
we have enjoyed throughout the 
rest of the year. I really believe 
that when you can walk past the 
corner ice cream store during 
Passover and NOT go in, you 
have learned the real lesson of 
Pesach which is freedom. In or- 
der to teach us what freedom 
means, for a period of eight days, 
all Jewish people aresnot permit- 
ted to be free to eat anything 
they choose. 


By sacrificing those chocolate- 
covered almond bars and the ice- 
cream sundaes during Passover, 
we learn what it means to suf- 
fer hardships and not be able 
to do what we please. I certain- 
ly hope that you think of this 
when you are standing in front 
of the candy shop in your neigh- 
borhood during Passover! 


And finally. there is the Seder. 
Families gather together on the 
first two nights of Passover to 
read the story of the festival 
from books called the Haggadah. 
Dad or grandfather sits at the 
head of the large table covered 
with a beautiful white cloth on 
which are the different symbols 
of the holiday. There the entire 
family—brothers and _ sisters, 
aunts, uncles and cousins—read 
of the glorious history of the 
Jewish people, offer prayers of 
thanksgiving to God for free- 
dom, sing those wonderful Pass- 
over melodies, ask the four ques- 
tions and listen to the answers, 
legend and stories, 


And do you know what? On 
the nights of the Seder, and at no 
other time, are boy and girls al- 
lowed to break one of the Ten 
Commandments Even though 
we are taught not to steal, only 
at the Seder table are boys and 
girls permitted to try to steal 
the Afikomen. (The Afikomen is 
a matzoh which is used as the 
dessert of the dinner. The Seder 
cannot be completed until the 
person who has “stolen” the Afi- 
komen returns it and is reward- 
ed. 

I certainly hope that you will be 
one of the many, many boys and 
girls throughout the world who 


will attend a Seder and enjoy the 


festival of Passover.

Britain Hints Willingness to Aid 
Mass Resettlement of Arab DPs 


NEW YORK—The Israel Government and the American sete 
tion of the Jewish Agency joined this week in a trial balloon came 
paign for exchange of Jews in Moslem lands for the Arab DPs and 
a British spokesman hinted at British willingness to aid in the 
Arab portion of the proposed yesetiiament program, 


The Agency spokesman for the 
plan was Nahum Goldmann, act- 
ing chairman of the American 
section. In speeches at Montreal 
and Cleveland, he said Israel 
must and would — the Arab 
refugee problem ;: P 
“by constructive * 
methods.” 

The Jewish ¥ 
Telegraphic: 
Agency quoted 
him as saying in 
Montreal that «3 
“Israel will help 
in their resettle- 
ment in Arab 
countries, thus GOLDMANN 
avoiding the creation of a dan- 
gerous minority problem in Is- 
rael.” 

In Cleveland according to The 
Post’s correspondent, Goldmann 
said that resettlement of the 
Arab refugees would . require 
“colossal sacrifices” and _ will 
have to be solved by Israel and 
not by Zionists outside of Israel. 

In London, according to a 
JTA report, an Israeli spokes- 

man said the solution for the 

Palestinian Arab DP problem 
would have to be _ reached 
quickly to relieve the suffering 
of hundreds of thousands of 
persons. 


The JTA said the spokesman 
rapped the Arab countries neigh- 
boring on Israel for an unwilling- 
ness to tackle the problem. He 
dismissed charges in the House 
of Lords that 220 Arab DPs are 
dying daily. He cited official fig- 
ures proving that food supplies 
which the Arabs are ‘cere 








compare favorably with wartime 
British rations. 
London Serious 

Frem London came the re- 
port that British Gevernment is 
giving “serious consideration” to 
providing financia] help for re- 
settlement of Arab DPs in Trans- 
jordan. 

Sir Alec Kirkbride, British min- 
ister to Amman, made the pro- 


F posal on a recent visit to Lon- 
, don. It was 


reported that the 
general idea was approved by the 
British Foreign Office. 

The Archbishop of York, bit- 
ter foe of Jewish aspirations in 
Palestine, warned that the peo- 
ple of Israel did not realize what 
harm the premanent barring of 
the Arab refugees would do not 
only to their reputations but also 
to their security. 

He warned that Jewish State 
might some day find itself 
without the support of the 
United States and Russia, and 
surrounded by tens of thou- 
sands of Arabs, thirsting for 
revenge, 

“There is no hope of perman- 
ent peace if there remains this 
sore of bitterness on the part of 
the refugees,” he said. 

The Israeli have insisted that 
the settlement of the issue must 
be part of a general peace settle- 
ment but there has been no pub- 
lic comment on the fact that the 
exchange plan fails to deal with 
the refusal of the Arab states to 
yield their Jews and their strong 
distaste for accepting hundreds

Detroit Emergency Council Head 
Apologizes in Elath Dispute

DETROIT—-A smouldering two months’ dispute over the Feb. 
28 appearance here of Israeli Ambassador Eliahu Elath (Epstein) 
burst into the open this week when Sidney M. Shevitz, president of 
the Detroit Zionist Emergency Council, offered an indirect apology 
to the Zionist Organization of Detroit. 


An apology was demanded by the executive board of the De- 


troit Zionist district after the 
Emergency Council voted to take 
over the auspices of the Elath ap- 
pearance. The ambassador had 
first agreed to appear under spon- 
sorship of the ZOA group, and 
later acceded to 


the request of 
the Emergency 
Council, which 


coordinates Zion- 
ist party activity 
at the local level, 
as the American 
Zionist Emer- 
gency Council 
does nationally. 

Informed sour- 
ces here said that a motion to 
withdraw from the Detroit Emer- 
gency Council if no apology was 
made, was narrowly defeated at 
the Detroit Zionist district board 
meeting. 

Postpone Action 

The final resolution called on 
postponement of action on the 
issue until Morris M. Jacobs, De- 
troit district president, and two 
other ‘members, confered again 
with Shevitz. 

In his reply, addressed to Ja-

~* obs, who also is president of the 


Michigan Zionist region, Shevitz 
reviewed the whole story. He 
mimeographed his letter to Ja- 
cobs and sent copies of it to 
Zionists throughout Detroit. 
Shevitz said that the action of 
the Emergency Council was ta- 
ken because the _ coordinating 
body had no alternative after 
Elath accepted its invitation. He 
said the action “was concurred 
in by an overwhelming majority 
of the delegates, including sev- 


eral” from the Detroit Zionist 
district. 
Shevitz said that Jewish 


groups in Detroit had been 
greatly disturbed by the ap- 
pearance of speakers hostile to 
Israel before the weekly lunch- 
eons of the powerful Economic 
Club of Detroit, which includes 
a sheaf of the Motor City’s top 
industrialists and _ business 
leaders. 
He said requests made to Al- 
lan Crowe, head of the club, to

invite speakers friendly to Is- 
rael had been rebuffed. 

“The next thing that came to 
my attention in this connection,” 
the letter continued, “was your 
release in the Anglo-Jewish press 
of this city wherein you an- 
nounced that your organization 
had arranged for the appearance 
of Ambassador Elath at a lunch- 
eon meeting of the Economic 
Club on Feb. 28, and that while 
there, the Ambassador would ad- 
dress an evening meeting spon- 
sored by your organization.” 

Thought It Fishy 

Asserting that the Emergency 
Council had had previous exper- 
ience of individuals undertaking 
Emergency Council projects and 
then claiming credit for their 
own groups, Shevitz wrote, 
“frankly, I then interpreted your 
deviation from custom as a di- 
rect, unwarranted assault upon 
the integrity of the Zionist Emer- 
gency Council.” 

“I also felt that the first ap- 
pearance before a Jewish audi- 
ence in our city of Israel’s first 
diplomatic representative to the 
U. S. should be under auspices 
of the Emergency Council, rep- 
resenting the totality of the 
movement in our community,” 
the letter continued. 

Shevitz said he would be 
“less than human” if he did not 
suspect that the local ZOA 
group was out to capture 
Elath’s appearance for “parti- 
san” sponsorship, 

He disclosed in his letter that 
he was called by a leader of one 

of the other Zionist groups and 
“severely berated” for failing to 
uphold the authority and prestige 
of the Emergency Council. 
LZOA Got Sore 

The organization to which he 
referred was the Labor Zionists 
of which he is a member. 

The Labor Zionists in Detroit, 
it developed, extended an invita- 
tion to Elath to address _ their 
membership either on Feb. 26 or 
March 1,

COURT SUIT PLANNED AGAINST 
ZONING BAN ON JEWISH CENTER

TON, Mass.—Court action will be started if a permit for 


~ a Jewish Center, which was revoked as cement was being poured 


for foundations, is not restored, officials of the center said this week. 

Dr. Samuel Sunshine, president of the Milton Hebrew Center, 
said that legal action would follow continued I refusal to permit con- 
struction. 


His announcement was made 
at the same time that four 
leading Christian leaders in 
Quincy issued a public state- 
ment charging that outright 
prejudice was behind the ban. 
According to the original plans, 

the building was to have been 
completed to the extent of per- 
mitting srvices for the High 
Holy Days next fall. There are 
100 Jewish families in Milton, 
one of the more exclusive resi- 
dential areas in Greater Boston. 
Rev Bebdos Behabian, local 
Congregation minister who wrote 
the statement, told The Post that 
the Milton officials “bit off more 
than they can chew” and that 


the action was motivated by 
sheer prejudice. 

The permit to build the center 
was revoked as cement was being 
poured for the foundations last 


week. Arthur Greenberg, chair- 
man of the building committee, 
said the act by building inspector 
Carl R. Horne, represented a 
case of prejudice. 


Horne said he was acting in 
accordance with zoning laws. 
Town officials said the neighbor- 
hood was zoned for residency 
with provisions for houses of 
worship. 

The statement of the four 
Quincy ministers said they had 
examined the by-laws of the pro- 
posed center, talked to center 
officials “and feel certain that 
the building is being erected as 
a religious center.” 

Signing with Rev. Behadrian 
were Rev. Thomas Bridges, Epis- 
copalian; Rev. Wallace Bush, 
Unitarian; and Rev. Joseph 
Parkman, Congregationalist.

“I am indeed indignant, not over 
anything I have met in the U. 
S. S. R., but with reports of cor- 
respondents who, either through 
sheer ignorance or wilful malice, 
report such things which are as 
absurd as they are unfounded.” 


Mrs. Myerson’s statement 
added that “ever since the Israe- 
li legation came to Moscow, we 
met nothing but helpfulness and 
courtesy from everybody whom it 
was our privilege to meet. I feel 
almost inclined to believe that it 
is the cordial relations between 
the two countries, as expressed 
between the U.S.S.R. and the Is- 
raeli legation, that leads some 
who are dissatisfied with this, to 
publish such folly.” 
step of which you complain,”

vising him that I was aware of 
the fact that he was coming to 
Detroit for the primary purpose 
of addressing the Economic Club, 
Accordingly, the invitation of the 
Emergency Council was extend- 
ed to him.”

The union seeks a 15 per cent wage and salary boost, Setting 
up of job categories, discussion of retirement plans and other issues, 
Union leaders say the ZOA finance committee, headed by Milton 
Pollack of Brooklyn, has absolutely refused alternative proposals 


to arbitrate the dispute. 


A full day’s work stoppage by the entire staff in ZOA districts 
throughout the U. S. brought a dockéting of all pay envelopes last 


week for one day’s pay.

Slain In Ambush 

TEL AVIV (JTA)—Four Is 
raeli soldiers were killed this 
week in an ambush of an Israeli 
military vehicle in the Hebron 
area, south of Jerusalem, and two 
miles south of the front lines, it 
was learned here. 


Earlier, an Israeli government 
communique ascribed the ambush 
to uniformed Arabs _ operating 
from territory held by the Arab 
Legion. The communique added 
that, because of the heightened 
tension, Israeli forces in the 
area had been instructed te in- 
crease their vigilance. United Na 
tions truce observers were imme 
diately notified, the communique 
added.
